This was an answer we got recently from a Purebred breeder after we had recom- 
mended that he throw the chains in the creek and go commercial. Never have we heard 
anything so amusing, yet so true. He admitted he had lost the ball in the weeds. 


The trend is toward cattle like Hyland Marshall—a massive “breeding bull” with 
a future. He is being mated to daughters of the “69th”, “971st”, Keystone, RLS 12th, 
and “48th”. You owe your herd of cattle a visit to KERMAC. You’re likely to solve your 
Herd Bull problem and you can certainly solve your Range Bull problem. You can’t make 
a profit with a poor product, and you can’t profit without “Bull Business”. 


We recently contracted all our Commercial Steer Calves to Waldo Mommsen and 
Son, Clinton, Iowa.

period last year. 


OUR MEMBERSHIP GROWTH far surpasses any other beef cattle registry organiza- 
tion, leading in regular lifetime and junior memberships. 


WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE? Full steam ahead through Cow Country. But, of 
course, each path presents a few stumbling blocks. Commercial herds 
can not take care of the present demandfor the Blacks. This impedes 
faster commercial expansion. Feedlot operators compete strongly with 
ranchers and farmers for potential foundation females. The premium prices

Tom and Gertrude Greenfield, Tomar Angus Ranch, 
Marana, Arizona, were the first to have their Angus herd classified. 
Fred C. Francis, Wilmington, Illinois, inspected the herd. 


LYLE V. SPRINGER, Classification Supervisor, reports more than 200 breeders 
have requested applications for herd classification, 
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LARGEST HERD APPLYING FOR THIS NEW SERVICE is Essar Ranch, San Antonio, 
Texas, listing 991 animals over 15 months of age. The Association's 
five classifiers are now working in all parts of the country. 


DON'T EXPECT THE IMPOSSIBLE. Not everyone will be completely satisfied. 
History of dairy classification programs show when these programs are 
first initiated they move very slowly. Critics will spend much time 
in reporting and even magnifying the variations in type ratings made 
by different classifiers. 


OCCASIONAL TRAINING CONFERENCES of the classifiers help overcome differences 
in evaluating animals according tothe official score card. Associatim 
classifiers scored several hundred animals prior to going to work. 
Over 95 per cent of the scores were within a 3-point range, according 
to Lyle Springer. 


MEXICO BOOSTS ITS LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY. The National Cattlemen's Convention 
was held during May in Chihuahua City, Chihuahua, during the first 
livestock exposition. The new Chihuahua Livestock Exposition pro- 
vided excellent facilities for both American and Mexican herds. 


AMERICANS DISPLAYED registered bulls for sale and Mexican cattlemen showed 
the best produce of their large beef herds. 


ESSAR RANCH, SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS, HONORED Governor Teofilo Borunda by pre- 
senting him with a registered Angus bull during the stock show and 
convention.

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NOTES FROM THE 


First Angus Herd 
Officially Classified 


Why should I enter the herd classifica- 
tion program? What would be the ad- 
vantages? How will it benefit me and 
my cattle? Isn’t it just for the large 
breeder ? 

These and other similar questions are 
what many purebred Angus breeders 
have been asking themselves since the 
American Angus Association contem- 
plated the inauguration of such a pro- 
gram over a year ago. 

Now that herd classification is a reality 
and has been officially adopted and 
adapted to the beef cattle industry, more 
and more members of the Angus Asso- 
ciation, by delving into the rules and 
benefits of the program, understand its 
mechanics and are visualizing not neces- 
sarily what it will do for them immedi- 
ately, but what it can and will do for them 
and the Angus breed in just a few short 
years to come. 

MEANS OF CULLING 

As Tom and Gertrude Greenfield of 
Marana, Arizona, see it, “Herd classifica- 
tion isn’t as important to us now as it 
will be in about four or five years. Then 
we will be able to look back at the pro- 
duction record of our various animals and 
see if they have been progressing in the 
right direction. Also, our prospective 
buyers,” says Tom Greenfield, “will be 


able to look at this same production rec- 
ord and determine whether they want 
my cattle or not. The classification will 
provide a visual means We can use in cul- 
ling our herd and will help in upgrading 
and producing a more uniform set of 
cattle.” 

The Greenfield’s herd of 75 Angus was 
the first herd to be officially classified 
by the American Angus Association. 
Fred Francis, Bloomington, Illinois, offi- 
cial classifier for the Association, scored 
the Greenfield cattle. 

SKEPTICAL OF PROGRAM 

The Greenfields were skeptical of the 
voluntary program when it wag first 
brought to their attention and they were 
pretty sure they did not want to partici- 
pate because they thought it was pri- 
marily for the large breeder, After read- 
ing about it in the Aberdeen-Angus Bul- 
letin and attending the Fourth Angus 
Conference, the Greenfields explained, 
we understood it better, decided that it 
was a good thing and it was as good for 
the small breeder as for the large breed- 
er. The point that really swayed them to 
herd classification was that it would help 
combat weight-for-age. “We have been 
building and developing the Angus type 
for too many years to discard it on 
weight-for-age testing,” says Gertrude 


Fred Francis, Bloomington, Illinois, herd classifier for the American Angus Association, puts the 
official score on one of the cows from the first herd ever classified by the Association, She is from the 
herd of 75 Angus owned by Tom and Gertrude Greenfield of Marana, Arizona. The Greenfields see herd 
classification as a long term program that will grow more important to them as the years go by. It 
will provide a production record of their various animals that will tell if they are progressing in the 


right direction. 
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Greenfield, who takes an active part in 
their cattle operation. “It will cut out in- 
significant footnotes, where the buyer is 
only purchasing a name and not neces- 
sarily quality, It will help bridge the gap 
between seller and buyer and will instill

WON’T EFFECT SHOW WINNINGS 

The new breeder and the small breeder 
who have little experience in cattle selec- 
tion, Mrs. Greenfield continues, will be 
able to select on a much more certain 
basis than they have in the past. 

Tom Greenfield, who has been raising 
Angus for the past eight years and has 
a show herd, doesn’t believe that classi- 
fication will effect the show ring win- 
nings of cattle because most of the an- 
imal’s show life will be behind him by the 
time he is eligible to be classified. He 
does believe that the value of the grand 
champion will be raised if he is a good 
producer, but will take him down fast if 
he is not. 

The Greenfields conclude that as long 
as breeders who participate in the pro- 
gram use it constructively we are going 
to see results in the right direction.

FROM THE SOUTHEAST... 

Of the 40 steers shown at the Miller 
County Fat Cattle Show enapel at Col- 
quitt, Georgia, May 1 and 2, only three 
were Angus, and one of these was a 
grade. However, when the final results 
were in, both the grand champion and 
reserve grand champion were picked 
from the Angus entries. 

Doyle Miller of Colquitt, 19-year-old 
4-H’er, showed his 1,150 pound, 16-month- 
old steer to the championship position. 
Doyle won the steer at the annual calf 
scramble. It was donated by Frank Cofty 
of Colquitt. Doyle has shown for four 
years and this is his first Black steer and 
his first win. 

Reserve champion honors went to 
Diane Wells, 9, who has been showing for 
three years. Her steer, shown in the open 
class, graded prime and weighed 1,075. 
The steer was bred by W. I. Newberry of 
Colquitt. 

Judges for the show were Dr. R, A. 
Long, University of Georgia and Sloan 
Baker of North Florida Experiment Sta- 
tion at Quincy.

The Board of Directors of the Amer- 
ican Angus Association have been criti- 
cized many times in varying degrees for 
apparent lack of interest in regulations 
on artificial insemination. The opposite 
is the case, The Board has the best inter- 
ests of the entire membership continual- 
ly before them. Many hours of discus- 
sion and thought have gone into a con- 
centrated study on just where the happy 
medium for artificial insemination rests 
in the beef cattle business. 

No one, or any director, is naive 
enough to think that there isn’t any 
room in the beef industry for some usage 
of artificial insemination. There are 
many instances where artificial insemina- 
tion can and does fit into a breeding pro- 
gram without any serious threat to the 
cattle business. It is the concensus of 
opinion that our present regulations are 
sufficient to cover these instances, How- 
ever, it is always the isolated instances 
that are ballyhooed and shouted about. 

Consider if you will this age-old sub- 
ject on a national basis. In a publication 
concerned only with the dairy industry 
recently the following information was 
published. “In America there are some 
70 bull studs, 67 of them are N. A, A, B. 
members, servicing nearly 6 million cows 
in 700,000 herds. Member organizations 
of N. A. A. B. account for 99.8 per cent 
of all cows serviced on the A, I. Program

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The most important trait in a_ beef 
cattle enterprise is the brood cow’s ability 
to wean a heavy, good-quality calf every 
year, John F. Lasley, University of Mis- 
souri animal breeding specialist, said in 
an appearance before Missouri livestock 
producers attending the University’s an- 
nual Spring Livestock Day program 
April 11. Lasley peinted out that a cow’s 
ability to get this job done requires a 
high level of fertility, milk production, 
and good mothering qualities. 

The cow is primarily responsible for 
the weight of her calf at weaning time 
although the calf’s inherited ability to 
make fast and efficient gains influences 
weaning weight to some extent. 

Information collected from the Uni- 
versity’s beef cattle project has been 
studied to find out what influence hered- 
ity has on fertility in cows and weight 
of calves at weaning. According to Las- 
ley, these studies have indicated that 
most of the variation in levels of fer- 
tility in beef cattle are due to environ- 
mental rather than to inherited factors. 

However, some forms of low fertility 
and sterility are inherited, he continued. 
But, these are more of “all or none” 
types of inheritance and aren’t expressed 
so much as differences in degrees of fer- 
tility. Natural selection works against in- 
herited sterility and low fertility because 
the animals that have these inherited 
traits leave few, if any, offspring. 

In his talk, Lasley recommended that 
commercial beef herd owners consider 
the following four points if their per- 
centage calf crop is low and if they want 
to improve it. 

1. Look at the management of the 
breeding herd and make certain that

enough bulls are available to service all 
cows. When only one bull is used, watch 
cows to make certain they have settled. 
A fertility test on bulls prior to the 
breeding season will often pin-point in- 
dividuals low in fertility or sterile. 

2. Make certain the herd’s nutrition 
level is adequate and that diseases which 
affect fertility aren’t present. 

3. Cull cows that are hard to settle 
or those dry two years in succession. This 
will rid the herd of cows that are poor 
breeders because of disease, accidental 
injury, or low fertility. A pregnancy test 
on every cow each fall will identify those 
not with calf so that they can be sold 
without being fed another year. 

4. Select breeding stock—both bulls 
and heifers—from cows that have a re- 
cord of producing a good calf every year. 

According to Lasley, studies indicate 
that about 1/3 of the variations in wean- 
ing weights in beef cattle are due to in- 
heritance and about 2/3 are due to 
environment. Careful selection of re- 
placement stock from animals that had 
heavy weaning weights as calves will 
improve this trait in a herd. 

Weaning weights of different calves 
from the same cow have been found to 
be about 50 percent repeatable, This 
means that the weaning weight of a 
cow’s first calf is a good indication of 
what she can be expected to do at later 
calvings. Culling heifers or cows that 
produce light calves at weaning will tend 
to improve the overall] average weaning 
weight of the herd. 

In getting weaning weights, Lasley 
noted that all calves should be weighed 
as near to the same age as_ possible. 
Some commercial cattlemen prefer a 


standard age of 
210 days. 
However, in large herds it’s not prac- 
tical to weigh each calf as it reaches a 
certain age. To reduce the number of 
weighings necessary to keep up on wean- 
ing weights, correction factors can be 
calculated so that it’s possible to weigh 
the entire herd on a certain day. Then, 
the weaning weight of each calf can be 
corrected to a standard age basis. 


180 days and others 


Attention to a few important breeding 
methods and practices can pay off in 
higher weaning weights for the commer- 
cial cattleman, Lasley said. Points the 
animal breeding specialist mentioned in- 
clude the following. 

1. Identify each cow and calf by tat- 
too, brand, or other means. 


2. Keep accurate records on each calf 
every year and correct weaning weights 
for age of dam and sex and age of calf. 

3. Score each calf at weaning for con- 
formation and include in herd records. 

4. Keep replacement heifers from 
calves with the best conformation scores 
and heavier weaning weights. 


5. Cull cows, especially young ones, 
that produce a light calf or poor type at 
weaning. Don’t cull cows on the basis of 
appearance at weaning time or it’s likely 
the most productive cows will be sold 
while the least productive and fattest 
will be kept in the herd. Fat is a pretty 
color to most cattlemen. 

6. Whenever possible, select bulls 
from a herd where complete and accurate 
records are available and from cows that 
have proved their ability to produce a 
heavy calf of good type year after year.

Without this machinery it 
would have been impossible for us to have 
properly presented many of the regular issues 
of nearly three hundred pages, or the special 
editions that ran over four hundred pages.

There have been several contributing fac- 
tors to the marked-down trend in the size of 
the breed publication. One factor was the pro- 
longed period of drought in the Southwest at 
a time our breed was just starting to enjoy a 
terrific upswing in popularity in that area. 
Frankly, we felt sure that when the drought 
was broken the rebuilding of the depleted 
breeding herds in the Southwest would again 
create a marked increase in demand for re- 
placement cattle of our own breed. Little did 
we reckon on a recessionary period to follow 
promptly on the heels of the drought. 


At this writing I feel confident we have 
completed the high to low cycle as regards the 
Size of your breed publication. The very next 
issue we present will be one of the largest, 
and we sincerely hope one of the very best is- 
sues ever produced. 


The next issue is the 1958 Herd Reference 
Edition and it will contain both the Western 
and National editions printed during July and 
will be mailed about July 25th. This issue 


marks the third anniversary of the Western 


edition that was founded August 1955 and we 
know the addition of this Western magazine to 
the Herd Reference Edition will create a great 
deal of reader interest in the type of maga- 
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zine we have been mailing into the western 
area. 


There will also be a very Special section 
for the herds in the Southeastern states. It 
will be the largest section ever appearing in 
the breed publication to feature so many of the 
good herds in that area. There will be a large 
number of herds represented in the 1958 Herd 
Reference Edition for the very first time. 
There will be a Special section for the Iowa 
breeders, and special articles in addition to 
the regular features found each month. 


I am confident our own breed is on the way 
to greater successes, but it will be up to you 
and all the other breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to operate your herds in the most 
profitable manner.

Now, I will go along with 
the statement that God created cattle, but I 
will not give the Devil any credit for the 
good work done by the master breeders in years 
past--the men who developed both beef and

Not in many years has the nation, 
as a whole, been as well situated for 
cattle feed as it is today. A lot of sec- 
tions that had too much rain early in 
the spring are today in good shape. 

Other parts of 
the country that 
lacked surface 
moisture got 
theirs the first 
two weeks of 
June. Areas that 
are “hurting” 
are comparative- 
ly rare. 


A Nebraska 

Sand Hills report 

says that haying on many ranches 

finds the owners with a year’s supply 

already on hand. A feed situation of 

this type isn’t the kind that means 

lower prices in the fal! on calves or 
yearlings for corn belt feeders. 


Using the score sheet made up for 
the Association’s classification work, 
and following the _ point-by-point 
breakdown with an official classifier, 
was one of the features of the recent 
KerMac field days program June 6 and 
7 at Poteau, Oklahoma. And as ex- 
plained by Fred Francis of Wilmington, 
Illinois, one of the official classifiers, 
the thing makes a lot of sense. 


But as Fred Francis explained the 
original classification in itself is not the 
important thing. That a particular cow 
scores in the mid-80's is not the con- 
cern of the program but rather what 
her offspring 3 to 5 generations later 
do is the record that will help the herd 
owner and later breeders. It is a con- 
tinuation of the record from the orig- 
inal herd on that will provide an in- 
dex that will be of value. 


It seemed that from watching the 
work that herd owners need not be 
too fearful of what will happen to 
some of the good old producers in the 
herd. The older cows classified at the 
field day were given liberal treatment. 


It stands to reason that if a cow has 
been kept in a herd until she is 14 or 
15 years old has been for a reason. 
That reason being that she has been 
an excellent producer. Which is the 
only excuse for keeping them around. 
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There is no doubt about it—Angus 
breeders are getting more production 
conscious. A lot of herds are doing 
weight testing. Others are combining 
grading and weight testing. 


It is true that a man with any ex- 
perience with cattle knows which cows 
are doing the best job. But just how 
much better they are doing is some- 
thing else. Having those records in 
black and white, and for others less 
familiar with the herd, is valuable in- 
formation that should not be lost. 


Even the experienced cattleman can 
get some surprises from records. Take 
the case of a man who has been work- 
ing with top Angus for many years. 
He told your reporter recently that his 
whole thinking on calf development 
has been changed th:ough a combina- 
tion of grading and weight checking. 
The calf crop was graded by three un- 
biased and competent judges. The 
calves that went into the show barn 
had an average rating of 92. Nurse 
cows and extra help, plus extra feed 
and handling, would make one think 
that these calves — being appraised 
higher to start with—would make the 
best weight records. 


Such was not the case. The periodic 
weight checks on the calves in the 
show barn against the lower grading 
calves running with their mothers’ on 
pasture, plus creep feed, showed that 
the latter group was averaging 15 
pounds heavier than the ones getting 
the deluxe start in life. 


To this man these figures suggest 
just one thing: “What price show 
calves?” In the present economics of 
the business can we afford to push 
these youngsters or would it make 
more sense to take them off their 
mothers at the regular weaning time 
and then develop the better ones to 
show at an older age? We know this 
goes contrary to current thought in 
show classification. But we do know 
that the breeder who got his eye- 
opening from the records has cut 
down his nurse cow battery sharply. 


We think that more complete herd 
records—classifiaction and weighing— 
will eventually settle one problem 
bothering the business. That is the mat- 
ter of size. Just from personal experi- 
ence we can’t recall many big cows 
that have produced barn-burner calves. 
But we remember a lot of smaller, 
breedy, effeminate cows that have

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Ly WAS at the great Perth Show in Scotland many years ago 
that | was attracted by a distinguished looking man in the 
audience. He was dark, handsome and meticulously dressed. 
He had all the marks of the aristocrat. I was curious to know 
who he was and after making inquiry I was told that he was 
Don Hector Guerrero, a son of the wealthiest family of Argen- 
tina and that he was the owner of one of the largest Estancias 
and one of the finest herds of Angus cattle in that fabulously 
rich cattle raising country. 


I was serving as the first American judge at that Perth 
Show and Don Hector Guerrero was there to buy the top win- 
ners as he had done on several previous occasions. 


The Most 
Versatile Man 


| Ever Knew 


Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


I was first introduced to Senor Guerrero after the judging 
was concluded. We were both guests at a party given by Mr. 
J. E. Kerr of Harviestoun Castle. His guests came from the 
far corners of the world and he was entertaining in honor of 
having, that day, won the highest award of the show, the 
Supreme Championship, with which went the much coveted 
Guerrero gold cup which was beautiful to behold. It was not 
only on display that night but was filled not once but several 
times with the best champagne France could produce. It was 
an occasion reminiscent of once “Merrie England,” which had 
recently been saddened by a great war. Senor Guerrero and I 
became quite well acquainted that night but little did either of 
us realize that the next time we would meet would be several 
years later under similar circumstances in his own country. 


The next morning the auction started and everybody was 
occupied with it. And Senor Guerrero left directly afterward 
for London without us meeting again. The auction gave me a 
thrill because it went so much faster than any sale I had ever 
witnessed. Eight hundred animals were sold. And as I recall, 
the sale went on well into the night. 


I saw Senor Guerrero cooly bid thirty-one hundred guineas 
that day for a young bull which had attracted my attention 
while doing the judging. I had intended to buy him for a friend 
in the United States at not to exceed one thousand guineas. 
But Senor Guerrero made an opening bid of that amount on 
this young calf as he entered the ring. And before I could catch 
my breath he was sold to him for thirty-one hundred guineas. 


For those who are not familar with Argentina, which is 
probably the richest and most influential of all of the Latin 
American countries, this is the impression I got of it when I 
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first visited there in 1940. The people are, like ourselves, of 
mixed European origin. Spain, of course, was the mother coun- 
try as England was our mother country. And Spain had about 
the same proportionate influence in establishing the customs of 
the country as England had in the same role in our country. 
It is also true, however, that France has had a very marked in- 
fluence on the social and cultural life of Argentina. 


Early Argentine leaders were impressed with French 
writings and French political philosophy and this influence is 
noticeable in all of the cultural and governing classes. “Le 
Contrat Social” was as widely discussed in intellectual circles 
in Buenos Aires as in Paris. 


The reason for this powerful French influence is explained 
by the fact that Spanish rule had become so unpopular in 
Argentina by the time it was overthrown in 1816 that the 
people became embittered of everything Spanish. And it was 
only natural that they should turn to another Latin people 
whom they admired for friendship and guidance during that 
confused period between the date of their gaining their in- 
dependence and 1859 when a constitutional form of govern- 
ment, similar to our own, wag fashioned and adopted. Despite 
this strong French imprint on the cultural habits of the 
country and other lesser national influence including Italian, 
British and German, the fact remains that the social structure 
of Argentina is fundamentally Spanish as is also the language. 


It was in a background such as this that the Guerrero 
family became one of the leaders of the country. As is cus- 
tomary, or was at the time of which I write at least, many of 
the children of the prominent Argentine families were educated 
in Europe. Many of them became as familiar with France and 
England as with their own country and some of them estab- 
lished homes in those countries where they spent a part of 
each year. 


Don Hector Guerrero was educated in England and the 
two sons, which I know, also went to school there. It seems to 
me the Argentines, like ourselves, acquired their livestock 
knowledge and their livestock foundation animals mostly from 
the British Isles. It has been by observation that people of 
British origin are the most livestock minded of any people in 
the world. But, if this is true, and of course it is only my 
opinion, the Spaniards would be a close second. Certainly they 
were amongst the first to encourage livestock breeding in the 
Western hemisphere. 


The foregoing serves to indicate the background of the 
man of whom I write. I am not positive of his racial lineage 
but I believe the Guerreros are of almost pure, if not pure, 
Spanish origin. It is a well established fact that among his 
other business interests Don Hector Guerrero was one of the 
largest livestock operators of all the great livestock operators 
of the Argentine. His father founded the first Angus herd in 
Argentina at about the time of the first importation of Angus 
cattle to the United States. As a very young exhibitor at the 
International, I recall seeing the father of Don Hector Guer- 
rero, Who was then quite an old man. He was entertained as a 
distinguished foreign visitor and I believe he was the first 
Argentine to visit that great show. I recall he bought a young 
bull there from Rosengift Farm of Iowa which I believe was 
the first Angus to be sent form the United States to Argen- 
tine. And this country has not sent many there since as the 
Argentines, for reasons of their own, have bought most of their 
breeding stock in the British Isles. 


At the time I spent several days as a guest on Don Hector 
Guerrero’s huge Estancia in 1940 he had something over one 
hundred fifty thousand cattle, practically all of which were 
Angus. I believe at the time he had a herd of twenty thousand 
registered Angus and there were a million, five hundred thou- 
sand acres of land in his headquarters Estancia. And I do not 
know how much he owned in a tract (Please turn to page 54

That is the customary procedure and if one may judge by the high esteem in 
which the Society is held all over the world, then it must be a real good system! 
Certainly, the old-country breeders are master hands at picking strong, first- 
rate men to direct their affairs and Christopher Reeves is no exception. 

Mr. Reeves is a London business man, a solicitor—the American term for 
a member of the profession is “lawyer’—but for the last 20 years or more, he 
has devoted most of his time to his farming interests at Podington where he 
and Mrs. Reeves make their home in a Manor House that is between 400 and 
500 years old, exact age unknown! It is a lovely, quaint place on the edge of 
Podington village and faces the old Podington Church—more of this later— 
and sited near an old earth works which surrounded the original village. The 
remains of the old double moat can still be seen. Podington village is 65 miles 
jue north of London. In quite early times, it was right in the midst of the 
large forest which existed between the valley of the River Ouse on the south 
and the Welland Valley on the north, a distance of some 30 miles across. Ac- 
cording to details found in the ancient history records of the county of Bed- 
fordshire, the double moat and the fortifications at Podington were constructed 
for the protection of the villagers against the wandering animals that roamed 
the countryside rather than against unwanted human trespassers, as was the 
case where most of the walls, moats and fortifications were built around the 
ancient, old-country towns and villages. 

Mention has been made of old Podington Church. It belongs to antiquity 
and is a historic, architectural, artistic gem. Churches and cathedrals were 
built slowly by hand in the days when those of that period were built; the old 
Podington Church was built between 1300 and 1400 and the steeple was added 
about 1530. It seems there must have been an earlier church on the same site 
as there is an old font in the church dating back to the Norman times of the 
11th century; and located in the porch of the church is a complete, unbroken, 
uninterrupted list of its Rectors and Vicars that goes back to the year 1202. 

One of the most interesting families and almost the oldest family whose 
members still live near Podington village, is the Sayer family, originally spelled 
“Sayre”. The first of this family were born in the village about 1300 and lived 
there as land owners until about 1760 when their fortunes failed and they lost 
their farm, it is said, through unfortunate speculations. One of the sons of the 
family emigrated to America in 1688; one of his descendants is Dr. Francis B. 
Sayer, Dean of Washington Cathedral. 

Quite an amusing incident connects Mr. Reeves and Podington Church. It 
seems the previous owner of the estate, which now belongs to the Bromborough 
farm group, was entailed with a legal obligation requiring its owner, so long 
as he lived, to provide for the repair and maintenance of the church. Mr. Reeves 
did not know this and was not informed of the fact when the estate was pur- 
chased. The previous owner was a most respected (Please turn to page 56

Seldom, if ever, have I seen pastures in 
better condition than they are this spring. 
The high amount of rainfall together 
with mild temperatures have encouraged 
growth of both legumes and grasses. But, 
in addition to that, good pasture manage- 
ment is paying off. We are paying much 
more attention to our pasture lands than, 
for instance, ten years ago. At that time, 
any old lot that wasn’t much good for 
anything else and where the top soil had 
washed down the hill was called a pas- 
ture. In many cases, it was not much 
than an Good and 
plentiful grasses, and I include the clovers 
in that term, are, after all, the founda- 
tion of the whole cattle industry in the 
southeast. The cash crop farmer in North 
Carolina is realizing more and more that 
grass has a place in the crop rotation. 
Its benefits are felt for many years by 
the crops following, This change is ex- 
tremely pleasing to the soil conserva- 
tionist and what farmer can afford not 
to be. Yes, we have come a long way in 
the past ten years, but I expect we will 
see a lot more changes in the next ten.

Many new Angus herds have been 
started in the past twelve months when 
prices for foundation animals were very 
conservative. Of course, we have had a 
few dispersals of herds that got started 
during the high price cycle. The increase 
in number of cattle in the southeast over 
the past ten years hag been 117%. It 
looks as if the beef cow is moving south- 
east. Hand in hand with the increase in 
livestock numbers goes the increase in 
corn production. Since World War II, 32 
counties in North Carolina were declared 
commercial corn areas. This is somewhat 
contrary to some opinions that the South 
can’t compete with the corn belt in the 
production of corn and livestock. Feed 
and livestock production is not only hold- 
ing its own in the South, but it is grow- 
ing by leaps and 
here, than in any other section of the 
country. At a recent meeting of the di- 
rectors of the North Carolina Angus As- 
sociation, it was decided to hold the sec- 
ond Futurity Show and Quality Sale in 
Greensboro in March of 1959. After a 
lengthy discussion, several suggestions 
were made to the Futurity Committee to 
consider.

100 bulls of the three major beef breeds.

At the conclusion of the New Jersey 
Angus show at Rutgers three of the 
herds were visited that had participated 
in the judging. 

H & L FARMS, Marlboro—At the 
Rutgers show H & L Farms had showed 
four first place winners and a junior 
champion. They were the first calves 
of the No. 1 sire in the herd, Prince of 
Red Gate 116th, a son of Imported Prince 
of Rowley, out of a dam by the Perth 
first prize winner, Kinsman of Gloag- 
burn. 

As might be suspected the son and 
daughters of Prince of Red Gate 116th 
shown were not the only good calves 
sired by the bull. Owner Harold Wetter- 
berg and Charles McIntosh, the manager, 
showed us a lot of really soggy calves 
by the “116th” bull. They ranged from 
babies to females near breeding age. 

While H & L Farms has used a lot of 
good bulls in the 17 years it has been 
breeding Angus it looks like the “116th” 
is doing the most consistent job of pro- 
ducing a high general average than any 
bull yet used in the herd. Harold Wetter- 
berg never boasts on his cattle but we 
could tell by the look in his eye as we 
went through the pastures looking at the 
young cattle that it would take a good 
sized chunk of Ft. Knox to ever get 
Prince of Red Gate 116th away from this 
top New Jersey herd. 


The “116th” himself is an eye-full, 
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with many strong points needed in to- 
day’s cattle. He has tremendous width— 
and covering—over the loin, and a real 
quarter. He is one of the great “feeling” 
bulls that you will put your hands on; 
and along with this he has the masculine, 
aggressive head of a breeding bull. The 
“116th” has developed into a larger bull 
than we had anticipated when we first

saw him more than a year ago. He will scale not far from the 
ton mark, which is big enough for a bull with a lot of quality. 

But the pay-off, of course, is in his sons and daughters. 
And it looks like the quality of his sons is equal to that of 
his daughters. This is not the usual situation, but is 
the true mark of a breeding bull. As a result the program at 
H & L is being revised so that many of these good sons will be 
developed for top purebred and commercial herds. 

In going through the herd it was interesting to see how 
the “116th” had nicked with cows of either straight imported 
breeding, or cows carrying considerable imported blood, It 
seemed to be a question of good ones mated to good ones pro- 
ducing a very high percentage of breed-improving cattle. The 
doubling up of imported blood (Prince of Red Gate 116th has 
seven-eighths Scotch breeding) with the imported blood in the 
cow herd was producing cattle with substance, fleshing quality, 
and style. 

In one of the pens was a sight we didn’t expect to see—12 
breeding-age daughters of one of the great old bulls of the 
breed, H & L Pride Eric 2d. The “Pride Eric” bull was used 
in the herd up to about 7 or 8 years ago and then disappeared 
from sight. On loan to Rutger’s University he has been brought 
back into the H & L herd the last two or three years with ex- 
cellent results. One of the greatest breeding sons of the $25,000 
Ravenswood Pride Eric, the old H & L bull is now 14 years old. 
Naturally his days are numbered, but he is leaving some great 
bodied, deep-muscled calves, 

Other bulls seeing service in the Wetterberg herd include 

Prince of Red Gate 110th, another Row- 


ley son; and Bardoliermere of A. V., 
a son of Bardoliermere 2d of Bee Mac. 
The “110th” has calves on the ground 
and early indications are that his half 
brother, the “116th”, will have to look 
to his laurels. 

For more than a decade H & L Farms 
has been known for its great cow herd. 
Strains developed in the herd, the H & L 


Witchcrafts, the H & L Georginas, the 
H & L Luxurys, and others have made an 


enviable reputation. They are still there 
and doing an even better producing job.

Is that mountain of feed grains be- 
coming a threat to the livestock indus- 
try? Some people in Washington think 
that it may be. 

Their theory is the obvious and usual 
one: namely, that the huge supplies of 
feed will spur overproduction thereby 
setting the stage for a bust in prices. 

A few USDA forecasters, at press 
time, were expressing private fears that 
a painful cattle boom might be in the 
making. The recent high prices and 
small numbers going to market had 
them worried that large and disorderly 
marketing is yet to come. 

There is little question, meantime, that 
the nation is being flooded with feed. 

A record carry-over of approximately 
62 million tons of feed grains into the 
1958-59 season is forecast by USDA. 
The anticipated 62 million tons would be 
12 million to 14 million tons greater than 
the 1957-58 level and about double the 
1952-56 average. 

Carry-over of corn, the USDA says, 
probably will rise nearly 200 million 
bushels to a total of about 1.6 billion 
bushels. 

Record carry-overs of barley and grain 
sorghums are in prospect, and the carry- 
over of oats may be second only to 1956. 

About 85% of the total 1958-59 carry- 
over is expected to be under loan or 
owned by CCC. Prospects for feed crops 
this year have been favorable in all 
areas. 

- 


Drive for livestock “checkoff” legis- 
lation appeared to be making steady 
progress at press time despite the de- 
termined opposition of Farm Bureau of- 
ficials. Most other general farm organi- 
zations, and livestock groups, were giv- 
ing the idea strong backing. 

The bill clears the way for deductions 
from producer returns to promote red 
meat sales. As reported here last month, 
the legislation is a revision of a bill 
turned down last year. 

Its backers claim that it is now wholly 
voluntary, because a producer could stay 
out of the program either (1) by in- 
structing the marketing agency prior to 
sale not to make the deduction, or (2) 
by asking for a rebate of his money 
within 30 days after the deduction is 
made. 

To this argument, the Farm Bureau

leaders reply that a program is not 
voluntary “when a producer has to take 
involuntary action to protect the pro- 
ceeds due him.” 

The livestock-deduction bill, HR 11330, 
had been approved by the House Ag. 
committee as we went to press. Senate

You can count on some changes in 
next year’s Soil Bank conservation re- 
serve. 

This year approximately 4 million 
acres went in, in addition to the approxi- 
mate 6% million offered previously. A- 
bout three times that much land is 
needed, officials think, before there will 
be any visible decrease in production. 

To get more offers, department offi- 
cials plan to increase the rate of payment 
which to date has averaged about $10 
per acre over the country. Some soil 
bankers in the department want to up 
the ante to about $15. 

Two sign up periods are planned for 
the ’59 reserve, one of them next fall 
and one next spring. 


Congressional hearings on a big farm 
bill—one that would wrap up tommodity 
programs into a single package—so far 
have done nothing but harden already 
established battle lines. It is an old story 
by now—the Farm Bureau and USDA 
dug in on one side of Capitol Hill with 
most other farm groups and commodity 
people entrenched on the other. 

In the middle are members of Con- 
gress, trying not to get shot in the cross- 
fire. 

Neither one group of the combatants 
nor the other looks to have enough fire- 
power to get its way. Neither one will 
offer the other terms by which a truce 
might be worked out, according to all 
the signs. 

The nation’s lawmakers, if they ap- 
prove a big farm bill at all this year, 
may pass the buck to farmers by writing 
legislation to provide a choice of pro- 
grams. This is what a group of Con- 
gressmen did just the other day on feed 
grains. 

Members of the House Ag-subcom- 


mittee on feed grains voted out a pro- 
gram for consideration of the full com- 
mittee which would give farmers a choice 
among (1) no program at all; (2) a 
Farm Bureau plan for no controls with 
supports at 90% of average market 
prices for the previous 3 years; and (3) 
a program of controls with 80%-of- 
parity supports, plus special payments 
on land taken out of production. 


Full support for new legislation to 
allow review by Fish & Wildlife Service 
of water resource projects is now being 
urged by President Nolen Fuqua, Nation- 
al Association of Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricts. The bill in question amends the 
present Wildlife Coordination Act. 

Fuqua points out that “full control of 
the watershed program” would remain 
with local groups and the Agriculture 
Secretary. 

The new bill, S. 3725, has virtually the 
unanimous support of all agencies and 
groups concerned with both wildlife and 
conservation. “With this kind of positive 
cooperation,” says Fuqua, “we can make 
faster progress in soil, water, and wild- 
life conservation all along the line.” 

USDA has a new bulletin (No. 175) 
entitled, “More Wildlife through Soil and 
Water Conservation.” It is available 
from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washington 
25, D. C. Price is 10¢.

Prime stock made up less than 5 per 
cent of the receipts. Many full market 
days found prime steers absent from the 
trade. At the close two loads of average 
price Angus steers averaging 1213 and 
1250 pounds topped at $33.50 lowest since 
February of this year, During mid-May 
a shipment of lowa-fed Angus averaging 
1341 pounds brought $36.50 which proved 
to be the month’s top on prime steers. 
This compares with the $38.50 paid at the 
outset of the April period and the $27.75 
peak paid the same period a year ago. 

The bulk of the high choice to prime 
steers sold from $30.00 to $32.50. Again 
the bulk of the supply consisted of high 
good to choice steers. Buyers moved in 
and took these kinds mostly from $27.00 
to $29.75. New-crop lightweight steers 
met broad outlet. Killers were unable to 
bid high enough as numerous loads went 
back to the country for further finishing. 
It was interesting to note an increase in 
the movement of some of these short-fed 
800 to 1050 pound steers into Ohio and 
Pennsylvania for further feeding. These 
generally from $26.00 to $27.75, 
some bringing slightly more.

Although the recent dip in fat cattle 
prices is mainly a seasonal trend, many 
in the industry are wondering if the 
bloom has left the rose. Finishers may 
not enjoy as wide a price spread as they 
did the early part of this year, but the 
coming late summer and fall months 
should prove profitable, To date the ton- 
nage has remained under that of a year 
ago and in all likelihood will stay under 
the last year’s total. A good deal of the 
recession has passed and employment is 
gradually increasing. Thus, consumer de- 
mand should remain high. If farmers can 
harvest another good crop and hold their 
feed costs down, this in turn could cut 
down part of high replacement costs. 
Mainly, tonnage in below normal and 
consumer demand is holding up right 
along, despite recession. 


The industry is seeking to offset the 
shortage of meat by stepping up imports 
of foreign meat. This movement of meat 
from abroad in March alone 
sharply that the tonnage has more than 
doubled that of a year ago. 


A USDA report showed that Meat In- 
spection Division has inspected more 
than 50 million pounds of all meat for 
importation to the United States. This is 
more than 100 per cent increase over the 
less than 25 million pounds in March 
last year.

along the Atlantic Ocean which he was 
planting to trees, a vast undertaking 
which I shall not attempt to describe 
here. My thought in writing this article 
about this dear friend, who is no longer 
with us, is to show how versatile he was, 
a trait which all too few of us possess. 
In addition to being an expert cattle 
breeder and showman, he was also an ex- 
pert with horses. He also operated suc- 
cessfully extensive orchards from which 
he packed and shipped fruit to all parts 
of the world. He reclaimed and made 
park-like one thousand acres or more of 
barren sand dunes along the Atlantic 
Ocean. He was an expert in handling 
coach teams of any number of hitches. 
As a matter of fact, he won the cham- 
pionship in a coach driving contest in 
Paris at one time. He drove in these 
contests in London and other European 
capitals and became world famous in 
that sport. He was even an expert in 
the culture of flowers and vegetables. 
As a matter of fact, I gained more 
knowledge in the three days I spent with 
him on his Estancia that I have ever 
acquired in the same length of time be- 
fore or since. He was a fountain bub- 
bling over with knowledge on most any 
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subject one could mention. He was, in 
addition, a man who could be equally at 
ease under any condition. He was as 
much at home in the drawing rooms of 
the nobility of Europe as riding with the 
gauchos on his huge pampas pastures. 


It was ten years after I met Senor 
Guerrero at Perth until I met him again 
in Buenos Aires and in the interim I had 
pretty much forgotten the incident of 
our former meeting. Our second meet- 
ing was the occasion of my acting as 
the first American judge at the world 
famous Palermo at Buenos Aires. At 
Palermo the judge does not come in con- 
tact in any way with the exhibitors until 
the judging is completed. When the 
final decision was made, which was the 
Supreme Championship of the show, won 
by a massive bull of the aged class, the 
exhibitors and newspapermen came down 
from the galleries and gathered in great 
numbers around me and this superb bull. 
Making his way through the crowd with 
an animated smile on his face, I saw a 
man whom I instantly recognized as 
Don Hector Guerrero. When he got up 
to me he smilingly shook hands and said, 
do you remember me, Senor? He said, 
I am certainly happy to meet you again 
under such pleasant circumstances. Per- 
haps you don’t know it but this is my 
bull. Of course, I had not known until 
then who owned the bull or any of the 


other cattle I had judged for that mat- 
ter. Senor Guerrero went on to ask me 
if I remembered the calf he bought at 
Perth for thirty-one hundred guineas at 
the time I judged there. I told him I 
did. He said, it will interest you to 
know that he is the sire of this bull. 
He said, I wanted to see you again be- 
fore I left Perth but after I paid such 
a high price for the young bull, I nearly 
had a nervous collapse and I hastened 
to London where I spent three weeks in 
a hospital. 


When I decided to write this story, I 
intended to make it only of the average 
length of my articles for the Journal. 
But I find there is so much that I can 
say about the late Don Hector Guerrero 
that might be of interest to those who 
never knew him that I have decided to 
stop here and resume this narrative 
some time in the future. Undoubtedly, 
Senor Guerrero was one of the Angus 
breed’s greatest friends and his opera- 
tions had a significant influence on the 
breed in one of the most important beef 


cattle raising countries of the world. - 


And to me it is a great satisfaction to 
know that the work which his father 
started and which he carried on so suc- 
cessfully is being continued by his oldest 
son, Carlos, who is today recognized all 
over the world as an authority on Angus 
cattle. Although still a young man he 


has judged at Perth and other Interna- 
tionally known shows, and has several 
times visited our country. Only two 
years ago Mrs. Battles and I had the 
great pleasure of having him and his 
charming wife as guests for several days 
at our California ranch. 

When I write again of Don Hector 
Guerrero (“Don” ig a title rather than a 
part of the name as “Sir” is used by the 
British nobility), I shall tell of some of 
my experiences in driving with him in 
some of his many and_ luxuriously 
equipped coaches over his, what seemed 
to be, pastures without end.

citizen, a lay-rector and a pillar in the 
church and had borne his obligation 
heroically and regularly though on the 
extremely modest level of only a few 
pounds a year because his very limited 
financial means would not provide more. 
He continued this support to the end of 
his days. Finally, the grand old chap 
passed on. Shortly thereafter, the Vicar 
of the Church called on Mr. Reeves and 
advised him that the obligation to main- 
tain the church was now his. Though not 
a man easily upset, Mr. Reeves was quite 
surprised, if not a little shocked! He told 
the Vicar he had not known of any such 
condition in the title of the land and 
could scarcely believe such an obligation 


should be imposed on himself. But the 
Vicar insisted that his obligation was 
clear and that he could neither morally 
nor legally avoid it! A subsequent discus- 
sion or two along the same lines with the 
Vicar led Mr, Reeves to suggest to the 
Vicar that a survey be made of the needs 
and that he come back with an estimate 
of the costs. A few weeks passed. Then, 
one day, the Vicar came back—with an 
astounding report! It seems the roof 
leaked and required major treatment, the 
pointing in the joints of the stone ma- 
sonry was failing, and the foundations 
and floors must have immediate atten- 
tion, along with a host of lesser repairs, 
and it all added up to a total of several 
thousand pounds! After going over the 
plans and studying the needs, Mr. Reeves 
summoned the Vicar. He instructed the 
Vicar to proceed with the repairs, and 
send him the bill. 

He often reflects in the humor of the 
situation that led him, a solicitor, into 
such an innocent and unexpected turn of 
events, his reflections helped on a bit 
now and then by a little good-natured 
teasing about it by Mrs. Reeves. Private- 
ly, I suspect, down deep inside of himself, 
this man is grateful for the fact that he 
was able to take it on, for he is endowed 
with a big, generous heart. It is not gen- 
erally known, and he would be the last 
to speak of it, but he and his family as- 
sist in maintaining a work-craft shop in 
London where only blind and handicap- 
ped people, some 150 of them, are em- 
ployed, with all the profits going to 
support the workers and the charity. Its 
main function is teaching a craft or a 
trade to these blind people. It is known 
as the Royal School for the Blind, 
Leatherhead, survey, was founded in 1799 
and is one of the oldest institutions for 
the blind in Britain. 

The Bromborough lands at Podington 
consist of four adjoining farms—Church 
Farm, Manor Farm, Knapwell Farm and 
Glebe Farm, totalling slightly over 900 
acres. The estate was originally acquired 
and occupied several centuries ago by 
the Orlebar family who were descendants 
of early French settlers at the time of 
William the Conqueror. Some of the fam- 
ily still live in the neighborhood. There 
is also a nearby farm of 350 acres oc- 
cupied by one of Mr. Reeves’ four sons. 
Another son is in Canada. There are 
other extensive family farming interests 
and holdings in other parts of England 
as well as in Canada and New Zealand 
but the farm at Podington is the only 
one in hand, It employs some 20 persons 
and has been farmed personally by Mr. 
Reeves for about 30 years. 

The purebred Aberdeen-Angus herd 
was founded in 1942, although Angus 
cattle were kept prior to that date on 
various other holdings. As far back as 
the early part of this century, purebred 
and cross-bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle

quirements are met. Many successes have 
been won at the most important agricul- 
tural shows in England, including Smith- 
field. 


While Mr, Reeves is devoted to his An- 
gus operations and is called on for a 
wide variety of civic and Aberdeen- 
Angus Society duties, these are by no 
means the only activities to busy him and 
his capable Scot Farm Manager Archie 
S. Waterston at Bromborough. There is a 
flock of some 500 purebred Clun sheep. 
There are also some Border Leicester- 
cross-Suffolks, and the largest purebred 
herd of Tamworth hogs in England. 
There is a herd of 100 pedigreed Red Poll 
cattle which wins its share of awards in 
England’s showyards. Between the Blacks 
and the Red Polls, ten cups have been 
won in the various shows and sales with- 
in the last 12 months. 


The only store cattle kept are the 
crosses between the Aberdeen-Angus and 
the Red Polls. When the older Red Poll 
cows have ceased to be used in the milk- 
ing herd, they are transferred to the beef 
herd, mated with Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
and used, when needed, for nurse cows. 
Mr. Reeves reports that the cross-bred 
steers make very good beeves and are 
well accepted in the fat cattle markets. 


It takes an extensive cropping pro- 
gram to maintain such a numerous live- 
stock population. One hundred and fifty 
acres are in permanent pasture. Har- 
vested crops include about 200 acres of 
wheat, 100 acres of oats, 100 acres of 
barley and 150 acres of hay. These crops 
are handled through a completely modern 
grain drying and storage plant that has 
a capacity of 500 tons and is capable of 
handling all the grain produced on the 
farm. 


Mr. Reeves holds the office of High 
Sheriff of Bedfordshire and since 1953 
has been President of the Bedfordshire 
Agricultural Society. A busy man, but 
never too busy to talk about Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle or to take a stroll among 
his own fine herd with anyone who wish- 
es to treat himself to such a pleasant 
experience.

produced great calves and never miss 
regardless of the bull to which they 
are mated. The late John Brown once 
told us that he had never gotten a 
show bull from a big cow; they had 
always come from cows that some 
people regarded as too small. 


This ‘bigness” or “smallness” thing 
can sometimes be settled by weight. 
A few years ago a show bull, now an 
outstanding sire, was put down by one 
judge as “too small”. He weighed that 
day a shade under 2,000 pounds. Al- 
ways a fooler he was one of those 
wide, short-legged, meaty kind. Grant- 
ed that a judge can’t weigh the cattle 
before him size and weight can fool 
the eye of the most expert judge at 
times.

Argentine proved the greatest export- 
er of meat to this country, with 95 per 
cent of it canned beef, Canada was sec- 
ond, with New Zealand third and Mexico 
fourth. 

The buying of stockers and feeders was 
increased somewhat following a slow- 
down in March, Farmers in the Corn Belt 
area stepped up their April buy, Pur- 
chases of replacements ran 42 per cent 
above the April period a year ago when 
farmers in the nine Corn Belt states 
brought a total of 302,097 head, a gain 
of 90, 364 over a year ago. 

During the first four months of this 
year, the nine states purchased 1,183,595 
cattle and calves up 305,625 head from 
the like period a year ago. 


The long period of high livestock re- 
turns and a brighter crop prospect for 
the coming year, especially in areas that 
have recovered from the _ previous 
drought, has certainly presented farmers 
in the Corn Belt with one of the bright- 
est outlooks in some time.

certainly followed some selective breeding 
program down through the ages and finally 
brought them to their present types, capable 
of producing better beef, or larger milk 
yields. 


I am certainly not against progress, but 
let us not forget the things that have been so 
valuable to our own breed in the past. Any 
animal with proper type and characteristics, 
with a good pedigree and a member of a desir- 
able family should also be one of the most 
valuable animals inaherd. Can we discrimi- 
nate against the right kind simply because 
other members of the same family, and maybe 
only a 42d cousin, is not the type we like? Can 
we discriminate against the champion because 
there are better bulls roaming the range that 
did not get to the show? Shouldn't you utilize 
every available means to make your own breed- 
ing stock most valuable at the time they are 
offered for sale? Are you going to discrimi- 
nate against a buyer just because he has more 
money to spend than anyone else at your sale? 


It is your responsibility to produce the 
very best cattle you can, using any method to 
improve your own breeding herd. You are in 
direct competition with every other man who is 
engaged in breeding beef cattle. Do you think 
it would be practical to mass produce better 
beef cattle? How would you profit by mass 
production? Would it be practical to do away 
with the shows and the champions, or to elimi- 
nate the family name system? Can these things 
be eliminated without destroying the glamour 
of our business? Don't you think that with- 
out competition, the glamour and pride of 
ownership, the buying of breeding stock would 
become about as exciting a venture as pur- 
chasing two pounds of steak.

most infected animals soon recover from 
this disease without anything being done, 
it is doubtful that treatment is needed 
very badly, anyway. 

Preventive measures are largely limit- 
ed to following these five practices: 

1. Blood testing all purchased animals 
for vibriosis. 

2. Making purchases only from herds 
known to be free of suspicious symptoms 
like abortions and breeding troubles. 

3. Isolating females for at least 30 
days after they’re brought home. 

4. Insisting that bulls furnishing ar- 
tificial services for the herd be regularly 
tested for vibriosis. 

5. Making sure that purchased bulls 
have a satisfactory conception rate as 
shown by the records of cows bred to 
them during the past year. 

In case of an outbreak, the following 
practices are recommended for prevent- 
ing further spread of the disease: 

1. Cows identified as infected should 
be isolated and not bred naturally until 
they are negative to the blood test. 

2. Bulls identified as infected should 
be removed from both natural and ar- 
tificial service until they are negative to 
the blood test.

LINSEED OIL MEAL 
GOOD BLOAT REMEDY 


Linseed oil meal has been found ef- 
fective for reducing the number and 
severity of bloat cases in cattle. This 
finding was announced by E. E. Bartley 
of Kansas State College, Manhattan, 
during the 13th Kansas formula feed 
conference. 

That cattle are more apt to bloat on 
legumes than on other feeds is well 
known. Bartley points out that bloat 
from legumes is usually frothy. Gas 
formed in an animal’s rumen is trapped 
in small bubbles and cannot escape. 

When the ingesta is watery, gas rises 
freely to the top instead of forming bub- 
bles. Mucin has been found effective in 
permitting gas to escape from the 
rumen. Therefore, it was assumed that 
linseed oil meal, which is high in mucin 
content, would be helpful in bloat reduc- 
tion. Tests proved this to be true, Bart- 
ley told persons attending the confer- 
ence.

purpose of buying a new sire. A herd 
of this size and quality needs more than 
two sires, especially if one is getting well 
up in years. Bandoliermere 43d, the good 
breeding son of Eva’s Bandolier Lad, was 
bought as an aged bull and while still 
active is at the age when he is living on 
borrowed time; and Prince of Hockhock- 
son—‘Champ”—is getting up in the aged 
bull class and could not be expected to 
carry the whole breeding load. 
The bull bought by Hockhockson— 
a two-thirds interest—is Eileenmere 
1616th, the 1957 International junior 
champion for the J. Garrett Tolan herd. 
He is by Eileenmere 1100th and out of 
the International champion female, Lady 
Banmere. He will be at home at Hock- 
hockson shortly. 


Rather than a cold outcross the use 
of Eileenmere 1616th will mean a con- 
tinuation of a line breeding program. 
Prince Sunbeam 453d, the bull that made 
the Hockhockson herd, was out of a 
daughter of Eileenmere 61st. The 
“1616th”, through his dam, goes back to 
Eva’s Bandolier Lad, the sire of old Ban- 
doliermere 43d. 


At the New Jersey show at Rutgers 
Hockhockson was the big money winner 
with 5 firsts and two reserve junior 
championships—sons and daughters of 
Bandoliermere 43d. 

Founded 18 years ago by Dr. Robert A. 
Cooke on a farm that has been in the 
family for three generations the Hock- 
hockson herd was built on a quality foun- 
dation. One of the first sires used was 
a Perth first prize winner, Jupiter Eric 
of Eynsham. We recall the first time we 
met Charlie McIntosh, the manager at 
nearby H & L Farms, he had just come 
over from Scotland with Jupiter Eric. 
The blood of this Perth winner still 
shows in tabulations in the Hockhockson 
herd. Since that time quite a number 
of imported females, or females of im- 
ported ancestry, have been added to the 
foundation. 

Commenting on the condition of the 
cow herd Warren Grinde mentioned that 
to get as much “feed mileage” as pos- 
sible Hockhockson has settled on a pro- 
gram of sorgo and soybean silage for a 
tonnage of quality feed. This, plus hay, 
is the only winter feed of the older cattle. 

The show barns and lots presented a 
large number of young things—bulls and 
females—that were very pleasing to the 
eye. In fact more top ones than we can 
recall seeing before at Hockhockson. 
Prince of Hockhockson continues to do a 
great breeding job in the herd siring 
bulls and females of great natural thick- 
ness, do-ability, and style. Few bulls in 
the country can boast better daily weight 
gains on their calves than can _ the

son of the old “453d”, who died last 
year; and is out of an imported Juana 
cow whose sire was of Bandolier of 
Anoka breeding. As to the breeding 
ability of Bandoliermere 43d those calves 
shown at Rutgers are sufficient proof, 
although there were a lot more around 
equally good. 

HARBOURTON FARMS, Harbourton 
—The visit to Joseph Roebling’s Har- 
bourton Farms, near Trenton, was most 
interesting. Here we found a great 
change in a year’s time. The Angus herd 
is down in numbers from a year ago, but 
the average quality has been raised 
noticeably in the foundation females. But 
it was the calf crop that was the biggest 
surprise; literally a pasture full of very 
likeable calves. These calves were the 
sons and daughters of Eileenmere 1476th, 
a son of the famous Eileenmere 1100th, 
his dam a Tolan Estamere daughter of 
Eva’s Bandolier Lad. 

At the Rutgers show we had spotted a 
summer yearling heifer that was very 
fancy and a contender for top honors. 
We were told she was the first daughter 
of Eileenmere 1476th. Later, at the farm, 
we saw a lot more calves by “1476th” 
and a number we liked as well, or better, 
than the good show heifer at Rutgers. 

The No. 1 Harbourton sire has devel- 
oped into a most impressive, masculine 
kind of fellow. He has a powerful head, 
and follows back with a lot of width and 
fleshing over the loin and through the 
quarter. He is not a big bull, but a 
breedy, “middle of the road” kind, that 
sires them with plenty of size and 
quality. 

As we walked the pastures with Joe 
Roebling we found him as enthusiastic 
about his Angus as he is about his 
Thoroughbred horses. All it took to 
generate that Angus enthusiasm was a 
real breeding bull.

KANSAS ANGUS BREEDERS 
CHANGE DATE AND LOCATION 
OF STATE FUTURITY 

The Kansas Angus Futurity will be 
held December 12 and 13 in the new 
Animal Industries Building on the Kan- 
sas State College Campus. The Futurity 
show has been moved to its new location 
in order to take advantage of the excel- 
lent facilities available in the new An- 
imal Industries Building. Kansas An- 
gus Breeders will have an opportunity to 
show their cattle to the public in one of 
the finest arenas to be found anywhere 
in the United States. 

The date was changed from mid- 
February to mid-December for a number 
of reasons. It was the opinion of the 
committee that the late fall date would 
give an opportunity to provide bulls to 
the breeders that want fall calves, as 
well as the bull market that the Futurity 
has already established. It will mean that 
the small breeder, who fits a few head 
for County Fairs and perhaps the State 
Fair, will only have to carry his fitted 
cattle 60 days until he can show them in 
the Futurity Show and merchandise them 
in the Futurity Sale if he so desires. In 
the past these cattle had to be carried 
through almost the entire winter before 
they could be showed at the Futurity. 

It is the hope of the Committee that 
the Kansas Breeders that are showing 
and selling fitted cattle at Denver and 
Ft. Worth will take time to show these 
cattle at the Futurity. We also feel, that 
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by having the Futurity between the In- 
ternational at Chicago and the National 
Western in Denver, that we will catch 
Angus enthusiasm at its peak. 

Important dates to remember in regard 
to the December Futurity are as follows: 
Nomination deadline, August first— 
Designation deadline, October first—Fu- 
turity Show, December 12 — Futurity 
Sale, December 13. 

A College judging team workout is 
scheduled for Thursday afternoon, De- 
cember 11. This will give the Kansas 
Angus Breeders an unusual chance to 
cooperate with the college in letting the 
Animal Husbandry Students judge some 
of the best Angus in the mid-west. The 
Annual meeting of the Kansas Angus 
Breeders Association will be held Thurs- 
day evening, December 11.

GRUB CONTROL CHEMICAL 
NATIONALLY AVAILABLE 

Trolene, the new systematic insecticide 
for cattle grub control, will be available 
nationally in time for the 1958 treating 
season. 

Trolene was placed on sale in South 
Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska and Wyoming 
and parts of Canada, in a trial market- 
ing program this past fall. During the 
program an estimated 100,000 head of 
livestock were treated with the chemical 
by ranchers or feeders. Reported results 
showed an average of 90 per cent control 
of grub infestations from the use of the 
compound under field conditions. 

Records of the trial marketing pro- 
gram as well as recent research has un- 
derscored the value of early application 
of Trolene for cattle grub control. The 
application should be made ag soon as 
possible after the end of heel fly activity. 
General recommendations have been re- 
vised to call for treating in July through 
September in the South and from August 
through October in northern states. No 
applications should be made after No- 
vember 1 anywhere in the United States. 

Control of grub infestations is more 
complete when the grubs are caught 
early in their migration through live- 
stock and early control prevents meat 
and hide damage from continued migra- 
tion. 

Extensive study has also been given 
the temporary side effects which have 
shown in some few cases following treat- 
ment. These reactions, such as stagger- 
ing gait, increased salivation and diar- 
rhea, appearing and passing within a 
day or two, have been found to occur 
when animals heavily infested with grubs 
are treated late in the season. Field tests 
have indicated that the reaction is the 
result of the destruction and absorption 
of the larger grubs rather than caused 
directly by the presence of the chemical 
in the animal. 

Dow spokesmen point out that all reac- 
tors have been among cattie treated late 
in the season. Trolene applications to 
cattle known to be grub-free have not 
caused reactions while the typical side 
effects have shown up when macerated 
grubs were injected into healthy cattle. 
And when other experimental chemicals 
have been used to kill grubs late in the 
season, the same side effects have been 
observed. 

Early treating, in accordance with rec- 
ommendations, will head off these side 
effects. 

Dow technicians also suggest that the 
bolus be lubricated with mineral oil, 
petroleum jelly or an edible household fat 
or oil to make it easier to swallow. 

When properly applied, Trolene does 
not leave a harmful residue in the meat. 
It should not be given to cattie within 60 
days of slaughter or to producing dairy 
cows.

While much of this 
has been done by the individual, practical 
farmer breeder, I am sure that when you 
analyze it closely you will see that much of 
the great quality of these calves stems from 
the fact that people with the capital who 
could afford to do it, brought in the very 
finest blood and made it available at prices 
the farmers could pay. 


Let me say another thing, any farmer 
breeder who is willing to study his task and 
put his shoulder to the wheel, gets along all 
right and does not have to fear competition 
from the so-called rich farmer. There are 
teo many people we could point out as strong 
evidence of this, to dispute this statement. 


Remember further that the man who is 
engaged in other walks of life has to hire 
help and depend on it, as opposed to the man 
who works right with the cattle himself. I 
am sure the farmer breeder has a more than 
even chance for this reason, over the so- 
called business man breeder who in most 
cases has to depend completely on hired help. 


This is a wonderful business—let us have 
no segregation of breeders, nor bar anyone 
from it. Rather, let’s welcome everyone from 
all walks of life, and let’s all pull together 
to build this wonderful breed even greater.

RESEARCH SHOWS STEAK 
SIZE DUE TO BREEDING 


Bigger sirloin and T-bone steaks can 
be had by selective breeding, says Bill 
Magee, beef cattle researcher at Michi- 
gan State University. 

He reports that a study of the loin 


eye area — where sirloin and T-bone 
steaks come from — indicates that most 
of the variation in size is due to breed- 
ing. 


The researcher feels that beef raisers 
would do well to start a breeding pro- 
gram aimed at producing more meaty 
animals. He points out, however, that 
under present marketing conditions ani- 
mals with larger loin eye areas won’t 
bring the producer more money; a larger 
loin eye area does not tend to improve 
carcass grade. 

There is one big advantage to such a 
program, though. And that’s producing 
a more desirable product for consumers. 
As buyers eventually come to realize 
that animals from certain herds are 
more meaty, they will likely pay more 
for them. 

Magee says close male and female 
relatives of four or five steers that have 
loin eye areas well over the average 914 
square inches must be identified and 
kept in the breeding herd. Producers 
will have to find packers that will allow 
them to observe the loin eye area of 
select animals so the desired relatives 
can be found.
